To His Excellency H. M. Dorset, Governor : 

Sib : In compliance with law I have the honor to submit 
the annual report of this department for the fiscal year end- 
ing December 31, 1917, showing by tabulated statements 
the sources from which the revenue of the State is derived, 
the appropriations made by the Legislature for the fiscal 
year 1918 and the receipts and disbursements from Jan- 
uary 1st to December 31st, 1917. 

Since the date of the last annual report of this depart- 
ment, January 1st, 1917, to December 31st, 1917, the State 
Treasurer has received and certified to this office, and my 
official vouchers have been duly issued for $7,599,144.82. 
Executive and other warrants under the general and the 
several special appropriation acts amountiug to $7,525,- 
949.06 have been audited by me and paid by the Treasurer 
for the same period, and his account credited therewith. 
The condition of the treasury therefore on January 1st, 
1918, was as follows:

Balance in Treasury January 1, 1918 ( 1,459,331.18 
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It should be stated that in this balance of $1,459,331.18 
is included $100,000 of the sinking fund, which, by the 
terms of the Constitution, can only be used for retiring the 
principal of the public debt. The total bonded debt of the 
State at the time of the adoption of this sinking fund pro- 
vision of the Constitntion was $10,644,500.00, and annual 
interest thereon amounted to $719,135.00. Under this very 
wise plan of retiring annually a part of the public debt the 
aggregate has been reduced to $6,018,202.00. This includes 
the debt due the State University and the Land Script 
Fund. By the funding of most of this debt at much lower 
rates the interest charge on the bonded debt has been re- 
duced to $248,187.50, showing a reduction in the principal 
of the debt of $4,426,298, and in our annual interest account 
of $462,948. It must be stated, however, that the proceeds 
of the sale of certain property of the State have been ap- 
plied to the extinguishment of a part of the debt — ^which 
is also required by the Constitution of 1877. The balance 
of this bonded debt is secured by the State's immensely 
valuable property, the "Western & Atlantic Railroad, esti- 
mated to be worth $20,000,000.00. 

I desire to submit for your information a carefully pre- 
pared estimate of the revenue of the State and the appro- 
priations for the fiscal year 1918.

It will be observed that in estimating the revenue for 
1918 a tax rate of five mills has been used, this being the 
limit fixed by the Constitution. The estimated revenue on 
this basis amounts to $6,865,774, of which $4,666,421.38 is 
raised from ad valorem taxes, and $2,199,353 from special 
taxes and all other sources. 

I desire to call attention to the fact that the estimated 
revenue for the State for 1918 is based upon valuations of 
1917. The appropriations already made for 1918 exceed 
the estimated revenue $451,576. Should valuations for 
1918 show any material decrease as compared with 1917 
valuations, the deficit will be correspondingly increased 
and on the other hand if the valuations should be increased 
the deficit would be decreased in proportion. It should 
also be borne in mind that in calculating the estimated 
revenue from ad valorem taxes a tax rate of five mills, the 
limit fixed by the Constitution, has been used. I would 
therefore respectfully suggest that appropriations for 1918 
be not increased, and no special appropriations be made 
at the coming session of the legislature. 

I would further urge that the legislature should re- 
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qmre all revenue of the State, from wliatever source de- 
rived and collected, paid into the treasury, and all ex- 
penses of government, and of every department of the gov- 
ernment, paid out of this general fund by warrant of the 
Governor drawn on appropriations duly made by the legis- 
lature. This will relieve much confusion in the keeping of 
accounts by the bookkeeping department, and would at a 
glance show the cost to the people of the State of every 
branch of the government maintained by the State. This , 
I consider very desirable, inasmuch as both the revenue of 
the State and the expense of government are increasing 
each year, and the people of Georgia should be advised in 
detail of the cost to them of maintaining the different public 
institutions and governmental departments. 

In order that it may be seen to what extent the assess- 
ments of the taxable property of the State have increased, 
I have prepared in tabular form this data beginning with 
the year 1880, and bringing the figures down to 1918. The 
general property of the State is required by law to be re- 
turned for taxation to the receivers of tax returns of the 
several counties, and entered on their respective digests, 
while the property of all public utility corporations, includ- 
ing franchises, is made returnable to the Comptroller-Gen- 
eral. The value of the property returned to the tax re- 
ceivers and that returned to the Comptroller-General is 
given separately, and also the rate of taxation levied by 
the State for each of said years.

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The valuation of corporate, property returned to the 
Comptroller-General for taxation for the year 1917 does 
not embrace all of such property in the State. . Under 
charters granted by the State there are three railroads 
claiming exemptions from ad valorem taxation, the Geor- 
gia Railroad & Banking Company, the Sonthwestem and 
the Augusta & Savannah. Besides these exempted lines 
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we have the State's road, the Western & Atlantic. The 
value of none of these roads is included in the table above, 
but they are worth, in my judgment, not less than forty 
million dollars. Among public service corporations are a 
large number of very small local telephone properties. 
Some of them are incorporated, but quite a number of them 
are unincorporated. Most of them have been cheaply con- 
structed by the co-operation of the farmers in the territory 
through which they run, solely for their convenience and 
not for making money, and are therefore of no value ex- 
cept as a convenience to families of the farmers. / would 
earnestly urge that the law be amended in respect to the 
return of these properties for taxation so as to require 
them returned to the tax receivers and taxes paid to the 
tax collectors, they being purely local in character.

By the Appropriation Act of 1917 the State School Fund 

for 1918 was fixed at $3,200,000, an increase of $500,000 

over the appropriation for 1917. Under the law this fund 

is derived from the following sources: (1) Tax on prop- 
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erty. (2) Tax on polls. (3) Half rental of Western & 
Atlantic Railroad. (4) Show taxes. (5) Dividends, from 
stock of the Georgia Railroad & Banting Company, owned 
by the State. 

TSb Tax Equauzatios Act. 

The State Tax Commissioner who is required by the 
Act of 1913 to make report through the Comptroller-Gen- 
eral has published a report of the operation of the Tax 
Equalization Law for 1917, which goes much into detail, 
a copy of which will be found upon the desk of each mem- 
ber. I suggest that it wiU be both interesting and profit- 
able for the members of your honorable body to read this 
able and comprehensive report carefully. 

Tax Collbctobs and Tax Recibvers. 

I desire to say that, with a few exceptions, these offi- 
cials have discharged their duties faithfully and efficiently, 
and are entitled to the commendation of this department, 
under the direction of which they enforce the tax laws of 
the State. The Act of August, 1917, defining and regula- 
ting the duties of tax collectors of this State and imposing 
penalty for violation of same, I am glad to say, has resulted 
in more prompt payment of taxes by the taxpayers and 
more prompt settlements by tax collectors, thereby placing 
the funds of the State in the treasury earlier than has ever 
been the case since the decision of the Supreme Court hold- 
ing that Section 1189 of the Code, prohibiting judicial inter- 
ference with Comptroller-General's executions, was vio- 
lative of the 14th amendment of the Constitution of the 
United States. 

The enforcement of the Act of 1917 has been seriously 
impeded by the failure of levying officers to enforce 
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promptly executions issued by tax collectors and placed iu 
their hands for collection, there being no penalty provided 
by this act for the failure of levying officers to make settle- 
ments with tax collectors. This has rendered it impossible 
in very many cases for tax collectors to make settlements 
by April 20th, the time limit fixed by the statute. I therefore 
suggest that as tax collectors are penalized to the extent of 
one-fourth of their commissions for failure to make settle- 
ment, that the law be amended so as to put a reasonable 
penalty on levying officers for failure to comply with the 
provision of the statute regulating their duties. In my 
judgment this suggested amendment will enable tax col- 
lectors to make their final settlements by the time limit 
fixed by law, and place in the Treasury practically the 
State's entire revenue by April 20th, provided we have the 
co-operation of County Commissioners in certifying insol- 
vent lists, errors, etc. It gives me very great pleasure to 
state that as a rule the tax collectors of this State are 
diligent, efficient, faithful and honest in the discharge of 
their duties, and are entitled to the commendation of the 
people of the counties whom they serve. 

Law Regulating Business of Investment Companies. 

By an Act of the Legislature, approved August 13, 1904, 
it was sought to subject domestic and non-resident invest- 
ment companies doing business in Georgia to supervision 
by the State, and require them licensed by the Comptroller- 
General, upon their compliance with certain conditions. 
The purpose of the law was wise, but, unfortunately, the 
provisions of the Act are such as not to accomplish its pur- 
pose. No authority is given this department to inquire 
into their financial condition or the management of their 
affairs. It will therefore be observed -that the State exer- 
cises no supenirion over the business of such companie_s 
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except in name. This department, however, is required to 
license them to do business in Georgia when they make ap- 
plication and pay the required fee of $50.00. This certifi- 
cate of authority or license is used by these concerns to 
advertise their business and influence investments in such 
companies. 

Fee Repobts. 

Under the Act approved August 17, 1912, which went 
into effect January 1, 1913, requiring quarterly reports 
tiled with the ComptroUer-General by all State and county 
officers receiving fees, commissions or compensation other 
than salaries, the Legislature now has in its hands infor- 
mation covering receipts for the four quarters of 1913, 
1914, 1915, 1916 and 1917, of all State and county officers 
who have filed reports. With these reports before them 
the Legislature has the information which it sought to 
secure, and I therefore urge that the purpose of the Act 
having been accomplished, it he repealed. To allow it to 
remain on the statute books as a continuing Act would 
serve no good purpose, and would impose additional 
duties upon the officers affected thereby, as well as upon 
the office of the Comptroller-General, and involves heavy 
expense on the part of the State in the matter of incor- 
porating these voluminous reports in the House and Senate 
Journals. 

Since my last report, this office has sustained an irrepar- 
able loss in the death of Capt. W. H. Harrison, for twenty- 
five years bookkeeper of the Department. No man in 
Georgia was better known and loved than "Tip" Harrison, 
and in his death the people of Georgia have lost one of the 
most faithful and efficient officers, and one of the most 
gallant and loyal Confederate soldiers, who ever served his 
State. Without an enemy in the world, his life was an in- 
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spiration to all with whom he came in contact. Up to the 
very day of his death he was present at his post of duty in 
this office.
